THOSE HARD DAYS of initiation are now 
virtually over. It won’t be long until the fresh- 
men can breathe an easier breath and leave 
memories of playing air raid for another year. 
But. every^yea r -a t thi s. time, thj? old argument 
— pro and con initiation — rises up. There are 
those who contend that, initiation is a rather 
silly waste of time and effort ; others who main- 
tain that initiation is a great leveller. Always 
the most dissatisfied, however, are those in 
schoolswvhere jnitiation is loosely conducted. 

We believe that everyone at Collegeville rec- 
ognizes the value of a well-planned, well ex- 
ecuted initiation program. There are some 
things about it that we do not approve. But, 
on the whole, initiation serves its purpose in 
that it tends to bring the freshmen and upper- 
classmen together and teaches the new recruits 
that life is not always a bed of roses. 

Certainly all of us are agreed that initiation 
at St. Joseph’s is far more sensible and far 
more fitting than the so-called “rush weeks” 
staged by fraternities. (See the question box 
column for information pertinent to this prob- 
lem.) But the spirit of initiation should not 
be lost now that it is on the verge of oblivion 
for an ot h er year,— Hard work and total effort 
are the first requisites for a good education. 
Armed with those two weapons, the tvorld is 
yours. t .

THOSE HARD DAYS of initiation are now
